INCREDIBLE 


Giving a “few facts and figures ” 
about the operations in Europe, Mr. 
Churchill said that the speed with 
which the mighty British and 
American Armies in France had 
been built up was almost incredible. 
In the first 24 hours a quarter of a 
million men were landed in the 
teeth of fortified and ‘violent 
opposition. By the 20th day a 
million men were ashore, while 
there are now between two and 
three million men in France. 


After 120 days of fighting the 
British still bear in the cross- 
Channel troops a proportion of 
two to three with the Americans 
in personnel, and four to five-and- 
a-half in fighting divisions. 


RUSSIA’S PART 


“The casualties,” said Mr, 
Churchill, “heave followed very 
closely the proportion of numbers, 
We have, I[ regret to say, lost 
upwards of 90,000 men _ killed, 
wounded and missing, and the 
United Statés, including General 
Patch’s army, over 145,000. Such 
is the price in blood paid by the 
English-speaking democracies for 
the actual liberation of the soil of 
France. 

/“In trying to do- justice to the 
British and American achievements 
we must never forget the measure- 
less service which Russia has 
rendered to the common cause, 
through long years of measureless 
suffering, by tearing out the life of 
the German military monster. 
Russia is holding and beating far

British Fleet 
For Pacific 
Campaign 


R. CHURCHILL, in his address 
to the British House of 
Commons yesterday, said that com- 
plete agreement on every point had 
been reached at the Quebec Con- 
ference, and President Roosevelt 
and he had decided to make no 
changes in the Chiefs of Staff 
charged with the conduct of the 
war. 

Obviously, he said, their discus- 
sions were concerned with the suc- 
cessful: winding-up of the war in 
Europe, by bringing about the un- 
conditional surrender of Germany 
at the earliest moment, and also 
with the new phase of the war 
against Japan, which would domi- 
nate all minds and command all 
their resources from the moment 
that the German war was ended. 
“We have offered the British 
Fleet,” said the Premier, “for em- 
ployment in the. major operations 
against Japan, and this offer was 
at once cordially accepted. Alarge 
portion of this fleet is already 
gathered in the Indian Ocean. We 
hope to place in the Pacific a fleet 
capable of fighting a general action 
with the Japanese Navy, which, 
added to the American naval power, 
should give us naval command of 
the most complete and decisive 
character.” 


The scale of Britain’s effort 
against the Japanese would be 
limited only by available ship- 
ping, and presently they would 
have a magnificent addition, 
because at the end of the U-boat 
war they could, come out of 
conyoy in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. 


“I can assure the House that 
the war against the Japanese and 
other diseases of the jungle will be 
pressed forward with the utmost 
energy, he said. 


300,000 MEN 


Referring to the campaign in 
Burma, Mr. Churchill said that the 
British 14th Army there numbered 
between a quarter of a million and 
300,000 men, apart from the rear- 
ward services. 

The ten Japanese divisions 
launched with the object of in- 
vading India had been repulsed and 


bloody and very costly campaign, 
which still continued, in spite of 
the monsoon season. 

In the first six months of this 
year the 14th British Imperial Army 
sustained 237, cases of sickness 
which had to Be evacuated to the 
rear, and more than 90 per cent, 
returned within the six months. In 
addition, they had suffered 40,000 
battle casualties in the six months 
to the end of June. 

Many preventives against tropical 
diseases and the onslaughts of 
insects had been discovered, and he 
hoped the toll of sickness would be 
less in the future. 

The campaign under Admiral 
Mountbatten—and this was 
startling fact—constituted the largest 
and most important ground fight- 
ing that had yet taken place against 
Japan, and had resulted in the 
slaughter of between 50,000 and 


several hundred prisoners. 

A renewal of the Japanese 
offensive must be expected as soon 
as the monsoon is over, and every 
preparation is being made to meet 
it with the utmost vigour. 


Britain’s Duty To 
Poland 


Of Poland, Mr. Churchill said 
that Britain—the only great uncon- 
quered nation who declared war on 
Germany on account of her 
oppression of that country—had 
sentiments and duties towards 
Poland. Territorial changes on the 
frontier of Poland there would have 
to be. Russia, who had a right to 
Britain’s support in this matter, 
was entitled to safe frontiers and 
to have a friendly neighbour on 
their western flank. 

He had full hopes that the Polish 

Premier and his colleagues would 
shortly resume conversations in 
Moscow. “It is my firm hope and 
belief,” he said, “that a good 
arrangement will be achieved, and 
that a united Polish Government 
may be brought into being, com- 
manding the confidence of the three 
great Powers, and assuring to 
Poland conditions of strength, 
sovereignty and independence, which 
we have all three proclaimed to be 
our resolve 
“ 1 cannot conceive that it is not 
pessible to make a .good solution, 
whereby Russia gets the security she 
is entitled to have—which I am re- 
solved we shall do our utmost to 
secure for her—on her west front, 
and, at the same time, the Polish 
nation have restored to them that 
national sovereignty and indepen- 
dence for which, across centuries of 
oppression and struggle, they have 
never ceased to strive.”

Italian Sectors 


ENERAL ALEXANDER’S 
armies have registered sub- 
stantial advances on almost every 
sector of the Italian front, states 
Reuter. For,the most part against 
strong resistance, Eighth Army 
troops have expanded the Rubicon 
bridgehead to a width of over ten 
miles and a depth of more than two 
miles. 

American Fifth Army forces, 
striking down the road to Imola, 
have captured the township of 
Castel Del Rio, within 14 miles of 
the Rimini-Bologna road. 

Between the Adriatic and Apen- 
nine fronts Marshal Kesselring’s 
men have found their bulge in the 
Upper Tiber and Upper Arno 
valleys untenable: Allied troops 
made an advance of 18 air miles 
north of Bibbiena, and engaged the 
German rearguards at the village 
of San Sofia, half-way along the 
road to Forli.
